U. OF I. MOVES FREE 
COURSES ONLINE

The University of Il- 
linois will offer seven 
free online courses this 
fall, giving students 
around the world a 
chance to sample an 
education that costs 
thousands of dollars in 
tuition on campus. 

By teaming up with 
Coursera, one of sev- 
eral new online educa- 
tion companies, the 
university will dip a 
toe into a fast-grow- 
ing trend in higher 
education to offer free 
courses to an unlimit- 
ed number of students.

It’s a low-risk venture 
compared with the U. 
of I.’s failed and expen- 
sive Global Campus 
online initiative from several years ago. 

The Urbana-Champaign campus is one of a 
dozen universities that on Tuesday planned to 
announce partnerships with California-based 
Coursera, joining Princeton University, Stan- 
ford University, the University of Michigan 
and the University of Pennsylvania, which 
joined earlier this year. 

‘As the only land-grant university on the 
list, we have expertise in areas that 
others don’t. We will be able to offer 
courses that no other university has in 
their repertoire,” said Phyllis Wise, chancel- 
lor of the Urbana-Champaign campus. 

The courses won't count toward a degree, 
however. And the university may be able to 
make money off the venture, either through 
a fee for course-completion certificates or the 
sale of students’ names to potential employ- 
ers. 

The first U. of I. courses—in subjects in- 
cluding organic chemistry, microeconomics 
and programming for smartphones—will

begin this fall. Future online classes could in- 
clude veterinary medicine and agriculture. 

“T would love to see a future where UIUC 
is teaching not just thousands of students, but 
millions,” said Coursera co-founder Andrew 
Ng, a Stanford computer science profes- 
sor who started the company last year after 
an online course he taught drew more than 
100,000 students worldwide. 


While the Coursera-hosted courses are 
free, the U. of I. may charge students $30 to 
$80 for a certificate showing they successfully 
completed the course. Ng said the U. of I. 
would get some of that revenue. 

He said the company also is working on an 
arrangement where employers could pay to 
receive the names of high-achieving students 
who opt-in to share their information. Univer- 


sities also would get a portion of that revenue. 

Wise said the U. of I. approached Cours- 
era because it was eager to join what some 
are calling a revolution in higher education. 
Coursera, founded last year by Ng and anoth- 
er Stanford professor, has offered 43 courses 
since April. More than 680,000 students 
from 190 countries have enrolled in them, the 
company says.

NEW YORK Delta Air Lines said it was 

working with federal authorities af- 
ter what appeared to be sewing needles were 
found in food on four U.S.-bound flights that 
left Sunday from Amsterdam, injuring one 
passenger. 

The needles were found in sandwiches 
made by the airline’s Amsterdam caterer, Gate 
Gourmet, Delta spokeswoman Chris Kelly 
said in an email Monday. The FBI and Neth- 
erlands officials are investigating, Delta said. 

“Delta is taking this matter extremely seri- 
ously and is cooperating with local and fed- 
eral authorities who are investigating the inci- 
dent,” the airline said in a statement. 

“Delta has taken immediate action with our 


in-flight caterer at Amsterdam to ensure the 
safety and quality of the food we provide on- 
board our aircraft,” the statement said. 

One person on a flight to Minneapolis was 
injured but declined medical treatment. 

A suspected sewing needle also was found 
in a sandwich by a passenger on an Atlanta- 
bound flight. A US. air marshal found another 
while flying on another Atlanta-bound flight. 

Another apparent needle was found aboard 
a Seattle-bound flight in a sandwich that had 
not been served.

the crew’s sound as “orchestrated dirt.” 

“Tt’s an overdriven, orchestral sound,” he 
said, “but with how it’s recorded everything 
comes out a little dirty.” 

Reached at home, Lennox, 32, discussed 
Canada’s affinity for orchestral pop, his 
dreams of becoming a major leaguer and the 
surprising band he first started listening to as 
a way to meet girls. 


A lot of this orchestral, indie-pop sound 
seems to originate in Canada. What’s your 
perspective on that as a native Canadian 
(Lennox was born in Ontario and spent eight 
years living in Montreal)? 

Yeah, you're right. I don’t know why. I can’t 


speak for Toronto, but in Montreal there’s an 
open-mindedness to arrangements and to the 
things that go into making a band that is pretty 
unique. There’s a really democratic spirit in the 
art scene there ... and that might lead to it. 


You sing, “It gets so hard to open up” on 
“Open Up.” Are you generally a more re- 
served person? 

Yeah. Historically I have been a bit more 
reserved. When you finally open up about 
something emotionally difficult, it is so 
cathartic. It’s one of those wonderful feelings, 
so it’s something that’s been on my mind for a 
long time. 


How did you ever find yourself 

fronting a rock band if you’re so shy? 
{Laughs} You know, I’ve always had a big 
enough ego to imagine myself in positions of 


leadership. When I was a kid I wanted to be 

a baseball player, and I wanted of course to be 
a pitcher because you're essentially the leader 
and you're in control and everyone is watching 
you. Fronting a rock band is kind of the same 


thing. 


Being from Canada, aren’t you 

supposed to be a big hockey fan though? 

I used to be, but not anymore. I’ve fallen out 
of love with the game a little bit. The season 
is too long. There are too many concussions. 
The good players are always out injured. 


How would you define the word 
“wonderlust”? 

How do you get to that in just a couple 
seconds? It’s this idea of being amazed by 
everything that happens in life and how that 
makes you curious for more. 


What’s the last thing you experienced that 
made you feel that way? 

Oh, probably a day at the lake—just the 
blueness of the water and how cold it is. Long 
drives across country. I drive up to Canada 
pretty often, so cutting across southern 
Ontario at twilight on a hot summer’s day is 


pretty great. 


The press release for the album really 

plays up the analog recording process. 

Are you not a fan of digital recording? 

I wouldn’t say I’m not a fan, but we recorded 
“Wonderlust” with an eight-track tape 
machine ... and I think making something 
unique was important to me. I’m not against 
digital recording at all, but I think it’s hard 
to make digital recordings sound unique. 
There tends to be kind of a house sound for 
everyone using Pro Tools. 


What’s the inspiration behind the song 

“A Week of Good Health”? 

I was thinking back to when you're a kid 

and you're sick for awhile ... and then sud- 
denly that day happens where you’re not sick

Nicki Minaj’s career, it probably doesn’t 
need to be said, is full of contradictions. 

She is indisputably one of the best rappers 
working right now, with a history of outshin- 
ing aggressive, street-minded MCs on their 
mixtapes and singles while balancing out the 
genre’s typical hypermasculinity with her 
own Barbie imagery. She also is one of the 
country’s biggest female pop stars, attract- 
ing a fan base that probably skews younger 
and more tutu-clad than any other rapper’s 
(hence some of the seemingly misplaced 2 
Chainz audience). Her latest album, “Pink 
Friday: Roman Reloaded,” acknowledges this 
split fairly explicitly, dividing itself into two 
separate halves that call to mind The Diplo- 
mats and Katy Perry. 

Her show Monday at Chicago Theatre 
followed a similar format, opening with a 
string of rap songs that included a castle- 
themed performance of “Roman’s Revenge,” 
a2 Chainz cameo for “Beez in the Trap” and 
a fan-assisted rendition of “Stupid Hoe” 
before a costume change and shift to poppier 
material. The first of two middle segments 
featured club hits like “Starships” and “Pound 
the Alarm,” while the second (and weak- 
est of the four) was driven by the ballads 
“Fire Burns” and “Save Me” performed ina 
Marilyn Monroe wig. Sadly, the thematically

appropriate “Roman Reloaded” highlight 
“Marilyn Monroe” was pawned off on a DJ 
interlude while Minaj changed into her final 
costume. That one, a nod to classic hip- 

hop style complete with heavy gold chains, 
accompanied a blistering closing section of 
mixtape tracks and notable feature verses on 
songs like Drake’s “Make Me Proud” and Trey 
Songz’s “Bottoms Up.” 

It was thrilling to see a rap show with 
such high production values; tightly choreo- 
graphed backup dancers offered an energy 
that the more common choice of letting 
assorted hangers-on wander around stage 
doesn’t. 

Best of all, she brought some of her most 
passionate audience members up onstage to 
play hypepeople for the Young Money hit 
“Bedrock.” 

This looseness with boundaries—between 
audience and performer, pop and hip- 
hop-gave the show a big tent approach that 
worked fantastically. 

It was a night to embrace contradictions, 
be a “freaky boy,” and try something new — 
ideally a new color of wig. When Nicki modi- 
fied her line from Kanye West’s “Monster” 
to reflect her change of circumstances — “100 
K for averse, two albums out” — and then 
launched into the confetti cannon-backed 
closer, “Super Bass,” the juxtaposition, as it 
had all night, made perfect sense.

Perhaps you remember Winter Brew, the 
Lincoln Square beer festival held last, um, 
winter. Well, its slightly sweatier, more scant- 
ily clad cousin, Summer Brew, will be happen- 
ing Thursday, again, in Lincoln Square, and, 
again, it has been constructed as a salute to 
drinking locally. 

The participating breweries, all of which are 
a relatively short drive from Chicago, will be 
pouring beer through the weekend at the inau- 
gural Square Roots festival. But on Thursday, 
each will have a relatively limited edition beer 
that will likely be gone that night. 

At $20 for entry and $4 per nine-ounce pour 
(first pour is free with entry), it seemed worth 
knowing exactly what beers will be served, 
so we tracked down the rare beer list.
